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CHECK THE LAW 
Dear Sir: 

In looking through the March 
issue of your publication of “Car 
Craft” I found it most interesting. 
However, one article gave me cause 
for concern. 

The article titled “Here’s How” 
appears on pages 50 and 51, and pro- 
vides detailed instructions for the 
mounting of custom taillight lenses 
on a 1959 Ford. The last sentence 
in the copy asks the question, “How 
can you lose?” 

Unfortunately, residents of our 
state can lose by making this conver- 
sion. California Vehicle Code Section 
26101 forbids the modifying of 
vehicles lighting equipment unless 
the assembly has been approved by 
the Calfornia Highway Patrol. 

Not only is it unlawful to operate 
a vehicle which has been so modi- 
fied, but in the event a vehicle so 
modified became involved in an acci- 
dent where the legality of the rear 
lights was questioned, considerable 
civil liability could result. 

Further information as to the 
steps necessary to obtain approval 
for such light assemblies may be 
obtained by writing to our Special 
Services Section, P.O. Box 898, Sac- 
ramento 4, California.

Thank you Mr. McComb for bringing this sit- 
vation to the attention of us here at CAR CRAFT 
and now to our readers. Naturally, state vehicle 
laws differ in many respects from state to state 
and what might be listed as an illegal custom 
modification in one area would be perfectly 
legal in another. But nonetheless in the future 
we will inform our readers to check with local 
law enforcement agencies before commencing 
any restyling alteration featured in the mag- 
azine.

A hydraulic clutch and master brake 
cylinder are mounted on the fire 
wall. The car has a detailed under- 
carriage with all the parts of a real 
car. At first sight the car looks stock 
but there is four month’s work in it. 
The colors of the car are red/black 
interior with black exterior, a tach is 
mounted on the black/silver steer- 
ing wheel, and a white tarp covers 
the rear bed. The car also has a de- 
tailed exhaust system with headers, 
lake plugs, and full length lake pipes. 
The car has a slight rake but is fairly 
high off the ground. Lately I have 
added dummy spots. 


Outlaw: 

The car’s frame is handmade and 
Z’d at each end. It runs a fuel in- 
jected 57 Ford mill and transmission. 
It has a ’48 Continental rear end with 
a ’48 Continental/’57 Ford drive 
shaft.

I used A. M. T. wheels 
and tires all around (slicks in rear 
and stock in the front). The wing-

The colors of 
the car are Transluscent Pear] white 
and red. Building time: three weeks.

seems to be the same as any normal 
Monday morning. Well, almost every- 
thing. Coca Cola delivery trucks are 
more prevalent than normally, and 
frankfurters are hard to buy. You see, 
the Los Angeles County Fairgrounds 
are located on the outskirts of 
Pomona, and for the past four days 
this little old city has been a seething 
mass of hot rod enthusiasts. They 
were here for the 1961 Winterna- 


tionals, presented over three full days 


from Feb. 17th through 19th. Such Ee ood cae ae | 


a big crowd is something unusual as 
far as drag racing goes since never in 
the history of Western dragging has 
there been a meet that compared to 
the turnout for the Big Go West. It 
was absolutely amazing. 

Although this was a three day 
affair, rodders started arriving late 
Thursday. The drag strip was going 
to be open to competitors only on 
Friday with the schedule calling for 
technical inspection and time trials 


ase st, 














all day. As with all big meets, many 
of the expectant competitors failed to 
pass the rigid inspection and had to 
visit the welding operator for on-the- 
spot fabrications or changes. The 
Pomona drag strip is one of the 
oldest and most respected strips in 
the country and had just been re- 
paved before the ’61 season. In addi- 
tion, a new type of asphalt was tried 
on the first half of the strip to try 
and increase traction. This asphalt 
proved to be ideal for some, average 
for others. Friday’s time trials quickly 
indicated that some really fast times 
were in the offing for Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Saturday turned out to be a bit on 
the cool side, but it didn’t seem to 
bother the racers. Right out of the 
hat several of the fastest AA Drag- 
sters in the country were turning 
times over the 172 mph record set in 
1959 at Detroit by Art Arfons. The 
Dragmaster Two Thing was cranking 
174, while the Jack’s Auto Parts twin 
Chevy rail from Fort Worth, Texas, 
was feeling the strip out with runs 
over 160. Jack Moss of Amarillo, 
Texas was running in the 160’s as was 
Adams and McKewen with the Al- 
bertson Olds car. Before the day was 
over, Hayden Proffitt has buzzed the 
quarter in the Bayer-Frietas twin 
engined rail at 176-plus mph. This 
was to stand as the top speed of the 
meet and indicated that Proffitt was 
a man to be in prominent contention 
for the top eliminator runs Sunday 
afternoon. But fate was to have no 
part of this as mechanical troubles 
overcame the Bayer-Frietas car late 
Saturday afternoon. The car didn’t 
run Sunday. 

National Record runs were sched- 
uled for Saturday and the pits were 
seething with activity in anticipation. 
Many records, 39 to be exact, had 
been scheduled to be retired as un- 
defeated because of changes in the 
‘61 drag rules and everyone wanted 
to be a record holder. As it was, 41 
new records were established at the 
Winternationals one of them being 
for AA Dragster top speed and the 
other for AA Dragster low elapsed 
time. The Dragmaster Two Thing 
cranked a 174-plus mph for a new 
record and Jack Chrisman handled 
the Howard Cam Special to an all- 
time low class e.t. of 9 seconds flat. 
The record runs pleased the Saturday 
crowd (some 10,000 strong) no end, 
but the stock class eliminations really 
tore everyone up. 
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Drag fever sweeps California 


at NHRA’s Big Go West 
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All Saturday morning, the stockers 
had been making noisy runs down 
the 1320 feet of pavement, and since 
the NHRA crews get cars off the 
starting line on an average of 20 sec- 
onds apart, lots of action is taking 
place. But somewhere during the 
morning, two very prominent facts 
began to take shape. Facts which 
were present in the forms of new 
Fords and Chevy’s. Now, everyone 
knows that for the past two years, the 
Ford and Chevy followers have been 
chewing their nails over the consis- 
tent performance of the big Pontiacs. 
But seemingly from out of nowhere 
there popped up some cars bearing 
these brand names at Pomona that 
had the crowd mumbling to itself. 
NHRA’s announcer Bernie Partridge 
kept the amazing speeds and e.t.’s of 
these peak performances crackling 
over the P.A. system. The Fords 
turning over 105 mph in the mid-13 
second bracket. On one run a new 
409 cubic inch Chevy tore up the 
strip with a run of 109 mph in the low 
13’s. This is real performance for 
stockers. It turned out that the Fords 
were of the new 401 horsepower 
variety while the Chevy's were pow- 
ered by optional equipment that 
brings the engine to over 400 cubic 
inches. Les Ritchey was the tuning 
name behind many of the Fords, 
while Don Nicholson was the fix-it 
man for the Chevy’s. 

When the smoke of the stock bat- 
tles had cleared, Chevy’s dominated 
the winners circle. Bob Richardson 
had grabbed A Stock honors and 
Frank Sanders driving the Phoenix, 









Arizona, Rudolph Chevy entry had 
won over Don Nicholson for Super 
Stock laurels. Incidentally, Nicholson 
had tuned Frank’s car. 

Sunday was a perfect day for drag 
racing. Clear and cool enough to be 
comfortable. In fact it was so good 
that the spectator gates had to be 
closed at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Over 40,000 people had jammed into 
the stands and found places on the 
grounds to watch the limit of 500 
cars do battle. Hot cars time trials 
took up most of the morning, and the 
Gas classes were filled to the brim 
with championship cars. During these 
time trials some interesting perform- 
ances cropped up, and surprisingly 
enough, they were in the X Dragster 
class. Since this class is for four cylin- 
der cars only, it might seem doubtful 
that anything really overwhelming 
could happen here. But it did. And 
one word will describe the situation: 
Tempest. 

Mickey Thompson had shown up 
on Saturday with five dragsters and 
two stock cars. The Pontiac stockers 
didn’t fair too well but the four 
bangers were to really come on 
strong. Mickey had three four lungers 
in competition, two normally aspi- 
rated machines which ran in X Drag- 
ster class and one blown four holer 
which ran in B Dragster class. The 
little Tempest rails turned times in 
the low 11’s with speeds over 120 
mph. 

At noon, the stockers came out to 
bash it out for Stock Eliminator and 
Don Nicholson turned the trick on 
old friend Frank Sanders to win the

title. Hot car eliminations were fast, 
furious, and tightly fought. After the 
class winners had been determined, 
the four final hot car eliminations 
were set. To each of the winners of 
Street, Little, Middle, and Top elim- 
inations would go a brand spanking 
new 390 high performance Ford 
engine given by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Ford Dealers Association. 

NHRA now uses the elapsed time 
increment system for determining 
who races in what elimination brac- 
ket. In the runs for Street Eliminator, 
Johnny and Cecil Loper of Phoenix 
had their Willys gasser in the win- 
ners circle. Dick Manz drove the 
Roswell, N.M., based B Modified 
Sports car belonging to Larry San- 
chez to the Little Eliminator title. 
The amazing Tempest rail with 
Mickey Thompson at the helm won 
the Middle Eliminator title in a ding- 
dong run-off with the Buky-Hirsh- 
field B Altered. On this run, Thomp- 
son got the four banger down into 
the mid 10’s. Top Eliminator victory 
went to popular Jack Chrisman and 
the Howard Cam Special. 

Oh yes, about those cokes and 
frankfurters. The concessions sold 
96,000 hot dogs by mid-afternoon on 
Sunday and 24,000 cases of 12-ounce 
cokes. That’s why the town of 
Pomona is so low on these goodies 
today.

The swing 
to swivels 


IS easier 
than you 
think

i YOU HAVE BEEN attending auto shows lately, chances 

are you are familiar with the increasingly popular swivel seat 
interiors. Last month’s issue showed many of these wild 

creations presently on the show circuits. They appear as though they 
would be extremely difficult to construct. True, some of them 

are quite complicated but there is a fairly easy and inexpensive 
method for installing a simple unit. The main items used are 
fiberglass bucket seats, of which there are various sizes and shapes, 
and swivel mechanisms designed for arm chairs. The fiberglass 

seats run about $16.00 each and the swivel mechanisms are available 
at hardware stores for about $4.00 each. One step not shown 

in the step-by-step photos is the making of wooden spacers. These 
are made by merely cutting out circles of wood with a coping saw 

to attain the desired height. These are nailed together 

and upholstered to match the interior. If a locking device for the seats 
is desired, it can be made from round rod and small springs. 

The rod would be so positioned that it would slip in and out of 

one set of holes on the swivel mechanism. That's all there 

is to it—why not join the swing to swivels?

CC, so let’s wheel one of the popu- 
lar wee ones into Bob Hubbach’s 
studio and let him sharpen his pencil 
and his wits to come up with some 
personalized ideas on the Corvair... 

The mild version of the coupe (be 
it Monza 900 or the regular 700 
issue) manages to clean up the front 
end of this rear-engined, air-cooled 
car by several little changes. Among 
them are tunneled headlights with 
back panels blacked out, removal of 
stock parking lights, and scoop mold- 
ing from a 59 Chevy, reversed and 
butted together to form the center 
theme, with parking lights incorpo- 
rated in the ends. Stock bumpers may 
be either retained or replaced by ’59 
Buick altered to fit. The side treat- 
ment includes chrome being raised 
to match the centerline of the bump- 
ers, and to split the rear brake scoops 
formed in front of the wheel wells. 
‘Caps are punched with cooling 
holes. Olds F-85 rear bumper and 
side chrome extensions are used, 
along with 61 or 59 Pontiac tail- 
light units. Thin horizontal polished 
tubing replaced the rear engine 
grille. "Nuf? If not, take a look at 
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Fok CORVAIR OWNERS with a yen for something a bit more on thé far out side, 
Hubbach comes up with a real swinger ...a Grand Turismo version that seems to be 
at home on the boulevard or the road course. Again, the headlights get the treatment — 
this time, the entire hood is refabricated, flat with a peak, lengthened and formififg a 
crisp edge at the centerline of the headlights, which are Lucas beams with small parking 
lights on the inner side of the wedge. They're covered with plexiglass racing shields. The. 
front bumper is an altered and rechromed ‘59 Buick, and the pan has wide air intakes 
on each side, covered with handmade grilles. The main restyling feature is the top, which 
is removed. Another compact, the Falcon, provides the cutdown windshield, while the 
side glass is handmade and cut down in racing style. The convertible top is custom 
made, and when not in use, a fabricated metal cover goes into position for racing — it 
houses the spare tire to give better weight distribution, too. Louvers from the Corvair 
Lakewood station wagon are placed in the brake scoop-panels in front of the rear 
wheel wells. Another scoop, at each side of the racing top, directs additional air into 
the engine compartment. Magnesium wheels are an option calling for larger tires all 
around. The rear is nearly stock, except for 56 Chevy lights in frenched openings and 
custom made exhaust ports. Whether he’s on the starting line or on the town, the owner 
of this little jewel can have a great deal of pride in his compact.

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OMEONE ONCE SAID “There’s 

magic in numbers.” This may not 
apply to all numbers, but the recent 
NHRA Winternational drags at Po- 
mona, Calif., would indicate some 
sort of magical properties for 389, 
390, and 409. These are, respectively, 
the cubic inch displacement of Pon- 
tiac, Ford, and Chevrolet high-per- 
formance engines that run in NHRA’s 
Super Stock Class. 

Pontiac’s 389 is the old-timer of 
the group. It has been in production 
since 1959. It was the first to be elimi- 
nated at the Winternationals. Ford’s 
390 is a 1961 addition to the Ford 
line. This places it second to Pontiac 
in the length of time it has been 
around. It was the second to be elimi- 
nated. Chevy’s 409 is the newcomer 
to the group. It’s so fresh that the 
paint on the two entered at the Win- 
ternationals was still a little tacky 
when the engines were dropped into 
their chassis a few days before the 
meet. A 409 was the Super Stock 
Top Eliminator. Magic in numbers? 
I think so. 

Of the Super Stocks entered in the 
Winternationals, six were the most 
outstanding. These were all 1961 
models. They included the Don 
Steves Chevrolet 409 that was tuned 
and driven by Don Nicholson, the 
Rudolph Chevrolet 409 tuned by 
Don Nicholson and driven by Frank 

Sanders, the Vel’s Ford 
390 tuned and driven by 
Les Ritchey, Valley 
Ford’s 390 owned by 
Bud Harris and tuned 
and driven by Bob Vo- 
rin, Pete McCarroll’s 
Ford 390 tuned by the 
Traco Engineering crew 
and driven by Pete, and 
Mickey Thompson’s Pon- 
tiac 389 tuned by Mick- 
ey’s crew and driven by 
Pete Petrey. 

Each of the cars got 
two chances to be top 
eliminator, once on Sat- 
urday and then again on 
Sunday, but it was the 
Sunday bash that count- 
ed. The winner of this 
go was “Mr. Stock Elimi- 
nator” for the meet. On 

Saturday the two Chevy’s cooled the 
competition and then lined up to- 
gether. Frank Sanders got to the 
light first by a narrow margin. On 
Sunday the final go was all Chevy 
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again, but this time Nicholson took 
the nod and the Mr. Stock Car Elimi- 
nator glory. 

Competition among these six cars 
was so close that even the fastest 
and slowest would have made a good 
race. Nicholson’s speed and e.t. on 
the Top Eliminator run were 105.88 
mph and 13.59 seconds, but all the 
cars in the group had made runs of 
105 mph and under 14 seconds. This 
was stock car drag racing at its best! 

Chevy’s 409 has been in the works 
for several months now but the first 
engines were rushed to compietion 
for the big Speedweeks events at 
Daytona Beach, Florida, in Febru- 
ary. It was lucky for the Chevy drag 
racers at the Winternationals that 
the NHRA meet was held at the same 
time as the Daytona Speedweeks and 
not before. The 409 engines that 
competed at the Winternationals 
were shipped from Daytona. 

The 409 is rated at 360 hp at 5800 
rpm. Its torque rating is 409 pounds- 
feet at 3600 rpm. It has the same 
external dimensions and appearance 
as a 348 but its 45-inch cylinders 
are %e-inch larger in diameter than 
those in a 348 and its 34-inch stroke 
is 4-inch longer than that of a 348. 
The design, construction, and mate- 
rials of its internal parts, the clear- 
ances between the parts, its valve 
timing, and its breathing system 
clearly identify it as a racing engine. 
Its purpose in life is to give drivers 
of Chevrolet competition cars the 
edge over hot Fords, Pontiacs and 
whatever else may come along. 

A noteworthy feature of the 409 
is its solid skirt, tin-plate forged 
aluminum pistons. These are factory- 
fitted to the cylinders with a maxi- 
mum of .0038-inch skirt clearance. 
Pistons in 348’s are given a maximum 
of .001-inch. The pistons’ heads are 
shaped to provide a rated compres- 
sion ratio of 11.25 to 1. Actual meas- 
urement of the ratio in the engine of 
the car driven by Don Nicholson 
proved it to be approximately 10.8 
to 1. 

All Chevy V8’s have forged steel 
crankshafts, but the one in the 409 
weighs 67 pounds compared to 58.3 
pounds for a 348 shaft. Diameters of 
main bearing journals and crankpins 
on 409 and 348 shafts are identical. 
Connecting rods for the 409 have a 
%-inch shorter center to center length 
than 348 rods to compensate for the 
crankshaft’s longer stroke, but they 


weigh 26.28 ounces compared to the 
348 rods’ 19.20 ounces. This addi- 
tional weight would indicate that 
409 rods were beefed considerably to 
give them greater strength. Piston 
pins for the 409 are the same diam- 
eter as 348 pins and they, too, are 
pressed into the connecting rods. 

Except for valve head diameters, 
which are 2.062-inch for intakes and 
1.715-inch for exhausts, there is little 
similarity between a 409’s and a 348’s 
valve action. Timing is much wilder 
for the 409 and the lift at the valves 
is greater. Springs for 409 valves 
exert a total of 130 to 138 pounds 
when the valves are on their seats 
and 273 to 285 pounds when the 
valves are open, compared with 76 
to 84 pounds and 155 to 165 pounds 
for 348 springs. 

The 409 differs from the 350 hp 
high-performance 348 by having a 
four-throat carburetor rather than 
three two-throats as standard equip- 
ment. This is a new Carter carbu- 
retor that has 1.34-inch primary ven- 
turis and 1.56-inch secondary ven- 
turis. These diameters give the car- 
buretor a total venturi area of 6.66 
inches, disregarding the main dis- 
charge tubes and other obstructions 
in the venturis. The carburetor’s 
Carter number is 3270S. 

The Delco-Remy ignition distribu- 
tor on the 409 is the same as that 
specified for 340 and 350 hp 348’s. 
It does not have a vacuum advance 
unit. It provides a total of 24 crank- 
shaft degrees of advance at 4600 
crankshaft rpm. The initial timing of 
12 degrees before top center boosts 
this to a total of 36 degrees. How- 
ever, the distributors in the 409’s at 
the Winternationals were reworked 
to provide a maximum of 16 crank- 
shaft degrees and were given an 
initial lead of 22 degrees. This gave 
a total of 38 crankshaft degrees. The 
engines started easily with the 22 
degrees initial lead. 

NHRA rules allow exhaust headers 
and lakes plugs on all stock class cars 
as long as the cars are fitted with 
conventional exhaust pipes and muf- 
flers. The headers on Nicholson’s 
car were built by Jerry Jardine who 
has a muffler shop in Garden Grove, 
Calif. Fitting headers to engines in 
modern passenger cars can be dif_i- 
cult because of suspension members 
and other obstructions in the chassis, 
but they are necessary for maximum 
performance. 
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The standard 409 clutch pressure 
plate assembly exerts 2275 pounds 
pressure on a 10.5-inch diameter disc 
that has a total of 106.8 square 
inches of friction area. The clutch 
for the 348 is rated at 1725 to 1875 
pounds. 

Although Ford’s 390 cubic inch 
optional high-performance engine 
has 19 less cubic inches than Chevy’s 
409, it has higher horsepower and 
torque ratings. Its maximum horse- 
power is supposed to be 375 at 6000 
rpm and its maximum torque is said 
to be 427 pounds-feet at 3400 rpm. 
It gains its maximum power at a 
speed 200 rpm higher than that of 
the Chevy but its maximum torque 
is at a speed 200 rpm lower than 
that of the 409. 

Bore and stroke in the 390 are 4.05 
inches and 3.78 inches. Its bore is 
considerably smaller than that in the 
409 but its stroke is longer. Its com- 
pression ratio is rated at 10.6 to 1. 

When the 390 was introduced it 
had a four-throat carburetor as stand- 
ard equipment. A few days before 
the Winternationals Ford made a 
three two-throat manifold and car- 
buretor setup available as optional 
equipment. Pete McCarroll’s Ford 
had one of these. The fellows at 
Traco had found that it was good

for approximately five more flywheel 
horsepower than the four-throat set- 
up. Although this isn’t much of a 
horsepower increase Ford engineers 
thought three two’s would improve 
acceleration. After the Winternation- 
als Les Ritchey installed one of the 
setups on the Vel’s Ford; he likes it. 

Pontiac's list of optional parts for 
their 389 cubic inch engine includes 
every major part in the engine. You 
have your choice of cylinder blocks, 
crankshafts, cylinder heads, intake 
manifolds, exhaust manifolds, etc., 
right down the line. However, even 
with the special parts, the standard 
4.06-inch cylinders, 3.75-inch piston 
stroke, and 389 cubic inch displace- 
ment are retained. 

By juggling Pontiac cylinder head 
and piston combinations it is possible 
to obtain a compression ratio of 11.0 
to 1. Special pistons available include 
forged types by either ForgedTrue 
or Thompson Products, Inc. Optional 
connecting rods are the same as 
standard production rods except that 
only the very best are selected, they 
are given a special heat treatment, 
and they are fitted with stronger caps 
and slightly longer cap bolts. The 
optional crankshaft is of forged steel 
rather than cast iron. Heavy-duty 
cylinder heads have larger combus- 
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tion chambers to improve breathing 
around the valves and different water 
passages that improve engine cooling. 

Optional valve actuating mechan- 
ism includes camshafts with two dif- 
ferent high-performance grinds, solid 
valve lifters, special pushrods, stiff 
inner and outer valve springs, heavy- 
duty rocker arm studs, pins for lock- 
ing the studs in their bosses in the 
cylinder heads, and special rocker 
arm retainer nuts and lock nuts. The 
camshafts are ground for rocker arms 
that have a ratio of 1.65 to 1 but it 
is possible to use them with 1.50 
to 1 arms. The 1.65 arms are standard 
equipment on heavy-duty heads; 
1.50 arms are standard on standard 
heads. 

Pontiac’s high-performance carbu- 
retion setup consists of three two- 
throat carburetors, but to satisfy the 
demands of USAC and NASCAR for 
stock car racing they now have avail- 
able a special manifold for a single 
four-throat. Manifolds for both three 
two-throats and the single four-throat 
are cast aluminum. The three two- 
throat is exhaust heated but the four- 
throat is of the cold type. 

A big, strong engine is only one of 
the requirements for a successful 
stock-class drag racing machine. Full 
use must be made of the engine's 
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Four-speed transmissions prove a large 
advantage in drag racing, They keep 
engine rpm up to produce maximum 
h.p. from low gear thru shifting range.

power to move the car, which means 
that the car’s chassis must be set up 
correctly so there will be a minimum 
loss of power between the engine’s 
flywheel and the drag strip. Also, the 
cars driver must be a _ proficient 
handler. 

One of the most important links 
in the power transmitting chain be- 
tween the engine and the réar wheels 
is the transmission. The Fords at the 
Winternationals were very definitely 
handicapped by being limited to a 
three-speed box. Both Chevy’s and 
the Pontiac were equipped with a 
four-speed box that has ratios of 2.54 
to 1 for low, 1.92 to 1 for second, and 
1.51 to 1 for third. All forward speeds 
in this box are synchromesh and the 
one for the Chevy, at least, has an 
aluminum case. 

The importance of a four-speed 
transmission to drag racing is that it 
allows the driver to bring the speed 
of his engine up to where it can pro- 
duce its maximum power output in 
low gear and then shift to the higher 
speeds with minimum loss of engine 
speed for each shift. With a three- 
speed box the loss of crankshaft rpm 
when shifts are made from one speed 
to another is so much greater that 
the car’s acceleration is affected. The 
fast, smooth gear changes experi- 
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Super Stocks running limited-slip axles. 
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enced drivers throw makes the ad- 
vantage resulting from maintaining 
engine speed with a four-speed box 
greater than the disadvantage of 
having to make an additional shift. 
Ford engineers plan to introduce a 
new four-speed box for their cars 
around the middle of 1961. It’s en- 
tirely possible that if this box had 
been available for the Winternation- 
als the results would have been some- 
what different than they were. 

A car's rear axle ratio has much to 
do with the car’s ability to accelerate. 
Pete McCarroll tried both 4.59 to 1 
and 4.71 to 1 ratios in his car and he 
would have liked to have had a 4.86. 
Les Ritchey tried 4.71 gears in his 
Ford Saturday morning but switched 
to 4.10’s for the elimination runs. Don 
Nicholson and Frank Sanders were 
both running 4.56 to 1 gears in their 
409 Chevys. 

All the Super Stocks were running 
some sort of limited-slip differential 
assembly. These divide driving 
torque evenly between a car's rear 
wheels and eliminate wild right 
wheel spinning and tire burning 
common to cars that have standard 
differential assemblies. 

Drivers of Super Stocks would like 
to use drag racing slicks on their 
car’s rear wheels but NHRA rules 


state that the tires must have a stock 
passenger type tread, which must not 
be wider than the original tread 
width of the standard or optional 
passenger car tire offered by the 
manufacturer, and a minimum of \e- 
inch tread depth. The thing about 
slicks that makes them so good for 
dragging is that they place a maxi- 
mum of rubber on the strip for a 
given tire size. This gives them the 
most possible traction for their size. 
Treads in passenger car tires vary 
greatly in width and design; the 
amount of rubber they place in con- 
tact with the strip varies accordingly. 
Les Ritchey was using Atlas Buc- 
ron tires on the rear of his 390 Ford 
and Thompson had them on his Pon- 
tiac. Bucron is the name given a new 
type of rubber that has strange char- 
acteristics. A ball of rubber of the 
type used in conventional tires will 
bounce quite high when dropped 
onto a hard surface, but a ball of 
Bucron strikes the surface almost 
like a ball of clay or putty. It bounces 
but not very high. Les has found 
that these tires get a better bite on 
asphalt than conventional tires even 
though their tread is considerably 
narrower. He has also found that 
they have a higher rolling resistance, 
CONTINUED 
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which is a disadvantage because the 
resistance can reduce a car’ top 
speed by as much as a mile or two 


per hour. However, top speed char- 
acteristics can be improved by boost- 
ing the tires’ inflation pressure. 

Don Nicholson and Frank Sanders 
had the new Firestone Buty] tires on 
their 409 Chevys. These have a tread 
wider than that on the Atlas Bucron 
- but it is still narrower than the tread 
on a conventional tire. The perform- 
ance of these cars speaks for the bite 
their tires were getting. 

A car’s total weight has a serious 
influence on the car’s ability as a 
drag machine. Cars that run in 
NHRA’s Super Stock class do not 
weigh more than 10.59 pounds per 
advertised horsepower, but the 
weights of specific cars can vary con- 
siderably. For instance, Chevys will 
average 100 to 200 pounds less than 
Fords of comparable models. There 
isn’t anything a car owner can do to 
reduce his car's weight but he can 
make minor changes to the car's 
chassis that will let him use the 
weight to its best advantage. The 
purpose of these changes is to use a 
car's normal reaction to acceleration 
to place as much of its weight as 
possible on its rear wheels. 

Anyone who has watched a stock- 
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er with a conventional differential 
assembly in its rear axle charging off 
the starting line will know how the 
front end of such a car’s frame lifts 
and how its right rear wheel throws 
off a cloud of smoke as it loses trac- 
tion and spins. Engine torque from 
the drive shaft causes both these con- 
ditions. When the driveshaft feeds 
torque into the rear axle assembly 
through the pinion gear the axle 
housing tries to rotate. The direction 
of this rotation is such that the for- 
ward side of the housing tries to lift. 
This force is transmitted to the frame 
by the car’s rear springs or other 
suspension members. The result is 
that the front end of the frame is 
lifted. 

The rear axle assembly also has a 
tendency to rotate around the pinion 
gear’s axis when the gear is turned 
by the driveshaft. The direction of 
this rotation is such that it lifts the 
housing’s right end. The result is a 
reduction of weight on the car’s right 
rear wheel and loss of traction be- 
tween this wheel’s tire and the strip. 

When the rear axle assembly lifts 
the front end of the frame, a small 
percentage of the weight normally 
carried by the front wheels is trans- 
ferred to the rear wheels. This can 
result in a slight improvement in 


driving traction. Chassis changes 
made to stock draggers is aimed at 
controlling this weight shift so it will 
improve traction as much as possible. 
This is accomplished by installing 
weak shocks for the front wheels and 
raising the front end of the frame. 

Weak front shocks allow the front 
end of the frame to lift easily during 
acceleration. Stiffer shocks would 
present greater resistance to frame 
movement. Some drivers would prob- 
ably run without any shocks at all 
on the front but NHRA rules require 
a shock absorber of some sort for 
each of the car’s wheels. 

The front end of the frame is raised 
by spreading the coils of the sus- 
pension springs with either rubber or 
adjustable metal spreaders. Some- 
times the coils of only the left spring 
are spread in this manner. This shifts 
more of the car’s weight to the right 
rear wheel. 

Raising the front end of the frame 
to the position it assumes during 
acceleration by spreading the spring 
coils can have a secondary effect in 
addition to shifting weight from the 
front to the rear wheels. This is a 
pre-loading of the car’s rear suspen- 
sion members so that when the clutch 
is released torque is delivered imme- 
diately to the rear wheels. There is

no time lost as there is when rear 
axle torque must raise the front end 
of the frame before it can rotate the 
wheels. 

Cars that don’t have suspension 
arms of some sort that transmit rear 
axle housing torque to the frame are 
fitted with either springs strong 
enough to do the job or with Trac- 
tion Masters. Springs that aren’t 
strong enough will flex excessively 
when subjected to axle torque and 
then allow the axle to snap back to 
and possibly past its standard posi- 
tion when their limit of deflection is 
reached. This can allow the rear 
wheels to jump up and down and 
spin freely rather than move the car. 

If by now you have the impression 
that the Super Stocks put on a good 
show at the Winternationals, you're 
right. And the shows they'll put on 
at later meets will surely become 
better and better. Fellows likes Les 
Ritchey, Bob Vorin, and Don Nich- 
olson, who tune and drive these cars, 
are continually learning how to get 
more and more out of the excellent 
equipment the factories are making 
available to rodders and others inter- 
ested in automotive competition. The 
determination these fellows have to 
win can make spectators think they're 
in heaven.

BLOWER STANDARDS 


Dear Don: 

I am building my own super- 
charger. When installed on a stand- 
ard 53 Ford engine what boost in 
inches of mercury, or actual pounds 
boost, in manifold pressure should 
I expect to have in a unit that com- 
pares favorably with commercial 
blowers and superchargers now on 
the market? 

If my unit does perform to the 
expected requirements, what modi- 
fications would I necessarily have to 
make to my Holley carburetor to 
compensate for this increased differ- 
ential and to maintain the required 
air-fuel ratio, both with the blower 
in operation and with it off?

Manifold boost pressures for the centrifugal 
superchargers now being made for passenger 
car applications range between five and ten 
pounds. GMC positive-displacement blowers de- 
liver pressures that range from as low as five 
or six pounds to as high as sixteen or eighteen 
pounds, depending on the installation. These 
Pressures are above atmospheric, using a pres- 
sure of approximately 14 psi as the atmospheric 
standard. 

You didn't indicate in your letter where the 
carburetor would be mounted in relation to the 
blower. This makes quite a bit of difference in 
what must be done to the carburetor to make 
it operate satisfactorily. If mounted on the 
atmospheric side of the blower, the carburetor 
should operate just as it does on a normally- 
aspirated engine, up to the point where air 
flow through it exceeds its normal capacity. If 
there is any doubt as to whether the standard 
carburetor will have sufficient air flow capacity 
for the blown engine either install a different 
one that has a larger venturi area or vse more 
than one. 

Something you must realize about a blown 
engine is that the additional horsepower a cor- 
rectly installed and engineered blower setup 
enables an engine to develop creates much 
more heat in the engine's cylinders than was 
created when the engine was running without 
the blower. Sufficient fuel must be mixed with 
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the air that enters the cylinders to allow the 
horsepower to be developed and additional fuel 
must be provided in the mixture to cool the 
combustion chamber surfaces of the cylinders. 
Without this cooling effect the engine will un- 
doubtedly be damaged by the additional heat. 
In most instances the damage occurs to the 
heads of the pistons because they are the weak- 
est and, therefore, the most vulnerable of the 
surfaces. 

If the carburetor is to be mounted on the 
engine side of the blower, or, in other words, 
between the blower and the intake manifold, 
you'll have the fuel mixture problems just de- 
scribed plus those caused by the upsetting of 
the carburetor's air and fuel pressure balances 
that results from blowing air through the car- 
buretor. The only satisfactory cure for this prob- 
lem is to enclose the carburetor in an airtight 
chamber and then blow the air from the super- 
charger into the chamber. This will restore the 
carburetor's original air pressure balance by 
exposing its external orifices to the same pres- 
sure to which its internal orifices are exposed. 

Now all you have to do is restore the carbu- 
retor’s original fuel pressure balance. This re- 
quires a means of boosting the pressure of the 
fuel delivered to the carburetor's bowl by the 
same number of pounds per square inch as the 
air pressure delivered by the blower. This can 
be a problem. Usual methods of attacking it 
consists of using several electric pumps in series 
but this arrangement delivers a fixed pressure 
that doesn't rise and fall in relation to blower 
pressure. Another method that has been tried 
but that wasn’t too successful was pressurizing 
the atmospheric side of the fuel pump with 
pressure from the blower. This pressure assisted 
the spring in the pump, thereby effecting a 
boost in the pressure of the fuel delivered by 
the pump. The main trouble with this arrange- 
ment was that the atmospheric side of automo- 
tive fuel pumps are not sealed chambers. The 
air from the blower can flow readily into the 
engine's crankcase through the opening in the 
pump around the pump's actuating arm. Special 
aircraft pumps that can be controlled by blower 
pressure are available from some surplus stores 
but they present an installation problem, especi- 
ally on a passenger car. 

Be smart and put the carburetor on the at- 
mospheric side of the blower. 


FIND THE REASON FIRST 
Dear Don: 

My car is a 57 Pontiac 270 horse- 
power with a four-barrel carburetor. 
The engine cuts out something ter- 
rible at half throttle. It seems to be 
starving all the time. I'd like to know 
if a 60 Pontiac four-barrel or a ’60 
Olds or 60 Buick carburetor would fit 
on the engine. Would one of these 
carburetors help the engine's per- 
formance? I can’t afford a Tri-power 
setup.

Changing carburetors isn't the way to go 
about correcting your car's problem. I'd say the 
chances are ten to one against the trouble's 
being in the carburetor. It may possibly be in 
the fuel system, but if it is, more than likely 


you'll find it in the fuel pump or in a filter or 
in one of the lines. 


The trouble is probably in the engine's ignition 
system. Things to check would be the spark 
plugs, distributor points, coil, condensor, and 
the primary and secondary wiring. If you don't 
find the trouble after checking all these things, 
then try the carburetor. 

If you plan to change the carburetor anyway, 
don't do it until you find out why the engine 
isn’t running right. Otherwise, you won't have 
any basis for comparing the performance pro- 
vided by each of the carburetors. 


FORGET THE STICK 


Dear Don: 


I have a 57 Olds 88 two-door hard- 
top that has a standard stick-shift 
transmission and J-2 engine with 
three two-barrel carburetors. The car 
weighs 4000 pounds. 

The car’s transmission won't hold 
up; I was thinking of replacing it 
with a four-speed Corvette floor- 
shift. Would the four-speed work and 
be practical? Have you any other 
transmissions in mind that would 
hold up and be easy to get hold of, 
also be the least troublesome to 
install?

| wouldn't recommend a Corvette four-speed 
box or any other synchro-mesh transmission for 
your car. Gear ratios in Chevy four-speed boxes 
are too high for good all-around performance 
in a heavy cor. They're o.k. for road racing, 
which they were designed for, but not for tow- 
ing a lot of weight around city streets. 

Your car is a natural for a B& M Automotive 
Hydro-Stick. Hydro-Stick boxes are reworked 
Hydra-matic's that have excellent operating 
characteristics and durability. They retain stand- 
ard Hydra-matic ratios, which are ideal for 
either normal driving or drag racing, and give 
the driver complete control over the transmis- 
sion's four speeds, This four-speed control is an 
exclusive B& M feature that allows a driver to 
hold a Hydro-Stick in any of its four speeds 
until he is ready for it to shift. He controls the 
transmission's shifting with the standard control 
lever on the steering column or with a special 
B&M floor-shift lever. This control over the 
transmission’s ratio changes makes a Hydro- 
Stick ideal also for cars that are used for tow- 
ing heavy trailers. It allows full use of the 
engine for both climbing and descending steep 
hills. 

A Hydro-Stick is a natural in an Olds because 
Oldsmobiles are designed for Hydra-matic trans- 
missions. In a car fitted originally with a synchro- 
mesh box you'd have to replace everything be- 
tween the crankshaft flange and the driveshaft 
with Hydra-matic parts, but this wouldn't be 
much of a problem because stock Olds parts 
could be used. And you could take that miser- 
able clutch and junk it. 

If you didn't want to pop for the extra loot 
for a Hydro-Stick you could settle for a standard 
‘56 or earlier dual-range Hydra-matic. This 
would be a definite improvement, in both per- 
formance and reliability, over any stick-shift 
box and clutch combination you could install 
in the car.

The Corvette grille can be made to fit the 
Dodge with just a slight amount of altering. The 
‘60 Olds taillights are a great idea and would 
really come on strong if they were frenched in 
with %” round rod surrounding the opening. 
I'm afraid that any headlight swap that will be 
worthwhile is going to involve some major 
alterations. As far as lowering is concerned, if 
you do this without channeling it is definitely 
going to hinder the ride and handling ease. 
Use flexible neoprene hose for re-routing of the 
filler pipe. Just french in the stock opening and 
cut a new one in the inner panel of the trunk. 


TRIM TROUBLES 
Dear George: 

I have a 56 Chevy I am attempting 
to make look a little different. I have 
painted it 60 Impala “Suntan Cop- 
per” and removed the horizontal bars 
from the grille. I have also ordered 
a set of custom taillights from Lee 
Plastics. My problem is—I can't 
find the side trim I like. I would 
appreciate any suggestions you could 
offer.

To upholster metal interiors you must first cut 
panels from some sort of fiberboard material to 
fit the doors. Then the metal door panels are 
drilled at intervals to hold the fiberboard pan- 
els. You upholster the panels in the material of 
your choice, then the panels are merely snapped 
into place on the doors.
